Chrlatma* Tree*. 


To Germany the civilized world is indebted 


for one of tho most enjoyable of all Christ- 
nas delights, the Christmas tree, says an old 
issue of The New York Post This custom 
was httle known in England before the mar- 
riage of Queen Victoria, and was, we believe, 
introduced by the late prince consort We 
call it a gift from Germany, and yet behind 
the quaint figure of Kris Kringle, coming 
from the snowy woods, with the tree rising 
high above his genial shoulders, laden with 
gifts and glittering with lanterns, as he sud- 
denly invades the lowly German cottage on 
kindly errand bent, we see the yet more 
ancient toy pine tree, hung with oscilla, 
which boys aud girls in ancient Rome 
looked for on 
the sixth 
and seventh 


days of tbe Saturnalia. But we who are not 
antiquaries are content to accept these pretty 
customs, come whence they may, and to im- 
prove on them if we can. A wide gulf is fixed 
between the puritanic days, when Christmas 
was frowned upon as a remnant of evil super- 
stition, and today, when nothing is too rare 
or good for the making of our homes bright 
and our sanctuaries beautiful in honor of tho 
Author of the Christian feast Wherever 
civilized man is found there in oue form or 
another wo find the tokens of adoration and 
gratitude. 


Another newspaper says: The most popu- 


lar tree for a Christmas celebration is tho 
balsam. This tree attains perfection at the 
ago of 20 yjnrs. After this it begins to wither 
at the top and gradually dies. The largo 
balsam trees are cut in great numbers for 
churches and Sunday schools. The branches 
are strong and thickly covered with bluish 
green leaves. They aro cut as young as 0 
years. They are merely bushes then, how- 
ever, and aro used mainly by private families. 
Next to the balsam in popularity comes the 
spruce. This tree, although it attains a 
greater height than the balsam, has a scraggy 
appearance. It is cut when it is about ten 
years old. Tho color is not so good, being a 
yellowish green, which withers very soon. 
The cedar trees arc only cut by special order, 
as the demand for them is vory limited. But 
they are the most fragrant smelling tree of

White pine trees are used by the 


grocery and butcher shops to decorate with,

considerable trouble exists in Japan in re- 
gard to the revision of the treaties, and 
that guards have been stationed abont oar 
legation there. The Empire of Japan has 
been ton entirely by the advanced thinkers 
of he country. These bare bean in favor 
of (oreign innovation, and from it bus been 
supposed that the whole Japanese people 
are in favor of foreigners. 
It seem', how- 


ever, that a new movement "jas sprung up, 
anil that an unti-foreigo feeling has devel- 
oped, which wai expressed in some degree 
with troubles with Count Ok a ma. It is by 
no means certain that the Japanese people 
wish foreigners to reside end do business 
in the interior of their country, and though 
the fact has never gotten ioto the newi-pn- 
pers it is au open secret in Tokio tbat our 
Minister, Mr. Bingbam, who was u great 
friend of the Japanese, Lad negotiated a 
treaty by-which the Japanese were givtn 
everything that they asked for in this re- 
gard, and the treaty was ready to be eeut 
oat by the State Dt-p.irtment at Washing- 
ton when the Japanese Mirrster hero re- 
quested th»t it be held back. 
Minister 


Habbard W»B ready to do the same thing, 
and be had a treaty ready for acceptance. 
Now Ruesii and some of the other Euro- 
pean powers are willing to di the same 
thing and Japan herself objects. The Jap- 
anese are very esuitable people. They is- 
sue something like 60,000,000 copies ol 
new-papers every rear, and in case this 
anti-foreign feeling should develop, it might 
become decidedly dangerous for Americans 
in Japan. 


Secretary Alloa, of the Korean legation, 


is one of the leading applicants for the 
position of American Minister to Korea. 
The mission is now held by Mr. Hugh A 
DiDsmorc, a bright jonng lawyer of Arkan- 
sa=, who was appointed at ths instance of 
ex-Atcorney General Garland, He is a 
nlose friend of the king and an able man. 
The Korean Minister's salary is $7,500 u 
year, and oar Minister to Korea has ft honsc 
furnished by the Government. This coun- 
try ig one of the few where we own our owu 
quarters,.and the establishment consists of 
a number of one-story bouses, beautifully 
finished and fully as comfortable as any 
house in America. Th*re is a very plaaa- 
ant foreign colony. The climate i* goo 1 
and the mission to Koiea is as pleasant as 
any of the Eastern missions. Admiral 
Shufeldt, who negotiated the first treatj 
with Korea, and who has lived in the. coun- 
try, says that he would rather be Minister 
to Korea tbaa Minister to China, and the 
Korean Minuter is certainly better trrated 
by the king and nobility 


If the Douiooiauo olds of the United 
lates Senate had anything to say about 


Senator Allison the question would not 
long remain in doott. Senator Beck, o! 
Kentucky, was talking over the Iowa situ- 
ation the other day and was surprisingly 
vigorous in his advocacy of Mr Allison's 
election.. "The State of T0wj,"saiu he, 
would never be so foolish as to put any 
man in Allison's place eioept Allison him- 
self. If ii did it would disgrace itself. 
At present Iowa is the most prominent 
State in the Senate, for Allison is not on'y 
Chairman of tbe Committee on Appropria- 
tions, bat he is the second member of the 
Committee on Finance. If they send a 
new man, here he will have to go down to 
the lower end of it, maybe, and probably 
wonld be on some of the minor committees 
William B. Allison is a s'atesman, and il 
the Iowa Legislature has not completely 
lest its sense it will send him back to the 
Senate just as often as he can be persuaded 
to come." 


The subject of 
reclaiming the 
arid 


region of the Weflt is making preat progress 
in Congress. A few years ago the ques- 
tion was not seriously considered in or out 
of Congress, bat the growth of the countiy 
and the practical disappearance of tbe pub- 
lic domain susceptible of cultivation by 
nataral moisture, directs attention to the 
millions of acres of arid land abutting the 
Bocky mountains from the headwaters of 
the Missouri river to the Gulf. 
Most of 


this vast region can be made productive by 
irrigation, and there is an ample supply of 
water, if properly husbanded, to reclaim 
it. How best to handle these resources in 
the problem. Both Houses have appointed 
special committee* to consider tbe subject 
and determine on a practical plan, and de- 
cisive action may be looker! for ibis session,

ance and immediately put in use all the 
eipediunts known to be of benefit in resns- 
citat'iig a supposed dead person. In less 
than half an hour undoubted signs of life 
could be seen. He continued his exertion? 
until the child bad entirely revived, to the 
great joy of itsparents. When the Deputy 
Coroner left the child was kicking Instily 
and in no immediate danger of dying.

POBTLAND, Deo. 27.—At 1:30 this morn- 


ing the Union Pacific! steamer Oregon, ply- 
ing between here and San Francisco, ran 
into and sank the British ship Clan Me- 
Kenzie, in ballast from Bio de Janeiro, at 
Coffin Bock, on the Columbia river, 43 
miles from this city. Charles Austin am 
Matthew Reed, two colored sailors, were 
instantly killed. They were asleep in the 
forecastle of the Clan McKenzie and when 
tbe bow of the Oregon struck, her sharp 
plate of iron ran into tbe bunks in which 
'be sailors were lying, cutting tbe two men 
in halves. They were cut at the waist and 
tbe upper part of each body dropped into 
tbe riverJand sank. Charles Fi her, coal- 
parser of the Oregon, was injured but no) 
fatnlly. 
A tailor on the Clan McKenzic 


was badly injured but will recover. At 
Coffin Rock the Clan MoKenzie cams to 
anchor at tbe dock last night to wait until 
morning and high tide in order to come up 
tbe river.

At the time of the collision the Oregon was 
running under slow bell and ran her bow 
on the port side into the starboard bow of 
the Clan MoKenzie a distance of thirh 
feet, tearing off the Oregon's bow com- 
pletely, ripping up the decks and railing 
for about forty feet. About twenty-fiv 
men were sleeping in the bucks. Only 
after several hoars' work did tbe Oregon 
succeed in disentangling herself. Tbe 
staterooms and steerage of the steamer 
were filled with pjss-Tigers, who were all 
thrown out. Tbe Oregon took the crew 
and Captain of the Clan McKenzie aboard 
and steamed back to this city. Tbe Clan 
McKenzie sunk in about five and cue-half 
fathoms of water. The estimated loss to 
tbe Oregon is $8,000; tbe damage to the 
Clan McKenzie it is difficult to estimate 
The vessel cost $80,0000, and is said to be 
fully insured.

Through the 
influence of his famiiy the matter was kepi 
from the columns of the St. Louis press. 


It now develops tbat Plant has inairied 


a degraded and disreputable woman named 
Mollie Morris, sod. has occup ed opart 
monts with her in a South Second street 
dive. Lost to the world he bas hidden 
himself away in this den of infamy and 
managed to squander almost a fortune in 
the ehort time he has been buried. 
The 


young man, it appears, bad established for 
himself a separate bank account, of the ex 
latence of which bis rel>lives knew. They 
did not know its extent, however, until the 
disclosures brought about by the events ol 
to-day. Tbe Morris woman exhibits a mar- 
riage certificate proving their legal union, 
and the records at the circuit court show 
that about two months ago a license to 
such purties was issued. The woman in- 
sist? upon recognition at the hands of htr 
husband's family and threatens legal meas- 
ures if interference is made in her marriage 
relations with Plant. The latter's fii nds 
say he is insane, and in this manner ac- 
count for the fascination whioh the disgust- 
ing creature whom he calls wife has wielded 
over him.

HEAtY SNOW 
STORMS. 


atnre Storing Water

In the Mount- 


The Silver State, of Thursday, says. 
Tbe heaviest snow storms experienced in 


ten jears— some say fifteen y«ars—in Ne- 
vada have prevailed this month. ID the 
extreme eastern part of tbe State the snow 
is over a foot deep in tbe valleys and 
doubtless sis times that depth ID tbe 
mountains 
At tbe head of tbe Homboldt 


n^er the snow IB said to be deeper than in 
my previous December siucs 1875. In the 
mountains in tbis couuty men say there is 
more snow tban there has been for a dozen 
years. Paradise and Quin river val eys 
have several U'Cbes of enow and the mount- 
ains aie covered from two to FIX feet deep, 
acojidiug to the Altitude. Tbe Lower 
HuuiboiiU Yull-y is white for tin* first time 
in two yearn, six locbes of snow having fal- 
len at Big Mea lows in oue night, un unus- 
ual occurreuce in that section at any time. 


(Superintendent Wbited telegraphed from 


Tinokee to Agent May here that the Minw 
on the ground at Summit measured 13% 


t deep oo tbe level, and ib«t the total 


snowfall for the season is 260 inches, 
against 37 inches this time last year. 


Thi-re n now no doubt of abundance of 


water lor irrigating purposes next Benson. 
Tbe ground is now well saturated, all tbe 
ram which fell having been absorbed in- 
stead of running into water courses, as it 
would bave don« had it come down in 
be<tvy sbowers or if tbe ground bail been 
frozen and when ruin fell in the valleys it 
snowed in the mountains, where it la stored 
for use nextSnmnit-r.
